BUmURY  OF  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  BIRTH  RATE  for  1941  is  11.9  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
resident  population,  which  is  0.2  above  the  figure  for  1940. 

The  STILL  BIRTH  RATE  is  2?  per  1,000  total  (live  & still) 
births,  an  increase  of  6 per  1,000  on  1940. 

There  were  no  Maternal  Deaths  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  DEATH  RATE  for  1941  is  13*9  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  resident  population,  a figure  which  is  2.0  per  1,000 
below  that  of  1940. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  for  the  year  is  49  per  1,000  live 
births  registered,  an  increase  of  20  per  1,000  upon  the  figure  for 
1940.  The  Rate  for  1940  was,  however,  an  exceptionally  low  one,  the 
average  of  the  previous  five  years  being  51 • 
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The  DEATHS  included  1 from  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever;  1 from 
Acute  Infective  Encephalitis;  2 from  Diphtheria;  1 from  Whooping 
Cough;  1 from  Influenza;  4 from  Pneumonia;  8 from  Bronchitis;  2 from 
Tuberculosis;  32  from  Cancer;  40  from  Organic  Heart  Disease;  and  6 
from  Nephritis.  • 


There  is  nothing  in  these  figures  to  suggest  any 
deterioration  in  the  health  of  the  Community  during  ‘the  past  three 
years. 

NOTIFIABLE  DI^ASES  DURING  THE  YEAR  (Civilians  Only. 

The  epiiidemic  of  Measles  which  commenced  in  October,  1940 
rapidly  declined  in  the  early  months  of  1941»  and  there  were  only 
83  notifications  as  against  560  in  1940. 

There  was,  however,  a considerable  outbreak  of  \tTiooping 
Cough,  141  cases  being  reported,  and  one  death  resulted. 

462  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the 
year,  and  we  expect  to  improve  upon  these  figures  in  1942. 

The  Table  on  Page  3 shows  the  number  of  Infectious  Cases 
notified,  the  number  to  hospital,  and  the  Deaths  from  Notifiable
